As a matter of fact our own legislation at 
the present time which discourages the opera- 
tion of ships under the American flag is a 
direct subsidy to the foreign ship owner who 
is not affected by our laws and is thus en- 
abled to compete untairly with American ships. 

Three alternatives face us. We must repeal 
or amend a large part of our shipping legis- 
lation which has been passed for the benefit 
of American seamen, or we must, through ship 
subsidies, as now proposed in Congress, equal- 
ive the handicaps which our present legislation 
places on the American ship operator or we 
must prepare to sce the American flag gradu- 


ally disappear from the seas.

inust provide by subsidy or otherwise, measures 
which will enable American ship operators to 
meet foreign competition while operating 
under our shipping laws. 

We have a tariff to protect our farmers and 
industry against foreign competition which 
they are unable to meet while maintaining 
American standards of wages and living.

WIPING OUT INDIVIDUALISM 
ALIFORNIA is to vote on a constitution- 
C al amendment to permit the state to 
bond itself for $500,000,000 for the pur- 
pose of developing hydro-electric enter- 
prises for cities, towns or political sub- 
divisions; such cities, towns or political sub- 
divisions to eventually repay the state for 
money expended, from earnings of plant or 
if it is a failure the loss to fall on taxpayers. 

The act gives five men absolute control of 
expenditure of the $500,000,000 and further 
provides that the state may enter into or 
develop any line of industry necessary to the 
carrying out of the act. Also the board of five 
can take over and pay for at their own valu- 
ation such private property as they deem neces- 
sary to the carrying out of the act, leaving the 
dispossessed party to seek redress in the 
courts. 5 

The main argument in support of this act is 
that the state, by issuance of tax exempt bonds 
in which the wealthy can invest and escape all 
forms of taxation, is able to secure money at 
one or two per cent less interest than private 
companies subject to taxation for maintenance 
of government. 

The unfairness of this argument and the 
snbject of taxes lost which the general public 
must make up, is not mentioned. 

Stripped of all camouflage 
arguments, the one big question for the people 
of California to decide is, do we want to in- 
uugurate state socialism on a large scale? 

Do we want to kill the spirit of individual- 
ism which made California, which won this 
nation’s independence and which has establish- 
ed us as the dominating nation of the. world 
‘oday? Do we want to give this up and be 
submerged by the blight of officialism under 
which this act does not even recognize prop- 
erty rights if the ‘‘Board of Five’’ fancy the 
possessions of an individual. 

This is the principle involved in the act and 
all arguments relative to rates, municipal 
ownership, taxes, ete., pale into insignificance 
in comparison to the basic principles of private 
rights involved. 

This measure is but the thin end of the 
soviet wedge. Once the state involves itself 
in a $500,000,000 electrical industrial under- 
faking, with the board of public officials 
which will result, it will be but a short step 
into various other lines of business which will 
touch virtually every private enterprise.

TIME INVENTORY 


Taking of an inventory and_ tag-| 
ging of every piece of county prop 
erty from a shovel to a motor truck 
owned ‘by San Bernardino county, 
valued at approximately $1,000,000, 
will begin July 1, it was announced 
Monday by C. FE. Hammer, chief 
deputy on the staff of County Audi- 
tor S. G. Berger 

In every department individual in 
ventories will be taken on what is 
classed as non-expendable’ property 
which includes practically every ar 
ticle with the exception of stationery. 

Record to Be Complete 

When the inventory is completed 
the county will have an accurate list 
of all property, in what department 
it is owned, when and where it was 
purchased and a record of its trans- 
fer. 

The inventory blanks will show the 
date when all articles were pur 
chased, from whom, estimated life, 
value per unit cost, appraised valu- 
ation, depreciation and the date on 
which they were scrapped or taken 
out of service. 

The inventory is expected to save 


the county many hundreds of dollars 
annually becausé the records will 


show where all property is being 
used or stored and if it may be 
transferred to another district for 
use. 








Tags Will Be Used 

Brass tags with designating num- 
erals will be placed on all non 
expendable property The property 
will be divided into class and re 
ferred to by number.

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MAKE DEATH PACT 
TOESCAPE BURNING 


Fearing death by burning, Dr. anc 
Mrs. G. A. Rawson, of Los Angeles 
entered into a death pact by whic! 
he was to kill her and then himse! 
if escaping gasoline from their autc 
mobile overturned in Burnt Mill Can 
yon, near Arrowhead Lake, late Sat 
urday night, ignited. 

Pinned under the car, Dr. Rawson 
squirmed around sufficiently to reach 
for his revolver. Silently they await: 
ed rescue or death by the doctor’s 
hand. The escaping gasoline was 
probably prevented from igniting by 
Dr. Rawson kicking off the ignition 
switch on the car, stopping the whir- 
ring motor. Motorists in the party 
traveling half a mile behind Dr. Raw- 
son’s car rescued the prisoners. 

Dr. and Mrs. Rawson told their 
story of forming the death pact when 
they arrived in San Bernardino yes- 
terday en route to their home in Los 
Angeles. 

Dr. Rawson and Mrs. Rawson were 
traveling in a coupe on the Burnt 
Mill canyon road when the accident 
occurred. The right front wheel of 
the car sank in soft dirt and before 
the physician could straighten the 
wheels, the car slid over the em- 
bankment, rolling down a canyon and 
stopping upside down. The heavy 
top on the car, partially crushed by 
the impact prevented the motorists 
from being crushed to death by the 
weight of the car. 

Then the gasoline began trinkling 
into the tonneau. It was several 
minutes before Dr. Rawson was able 
to kick off the switch stopping the 
motor. The motor was hot and Dr. 
and Mrs. Rawson feared the escaping 
gasoline would ignite. They agreed 
that should the gasoline burst into 
flames he should shoot her and then 
himself. 

“Ix my profession I see too much 
of the agonies caused by burns,” said 
Dr. Rawson yesterday. “I firmly de- 
cided that I should kill us both if the 
gasoline ignited. We were fortunate 
and as I look back to the accident, 
I wonder how we escaped.”

friends in an outing at Arrowhead

Too Much For Her 
Public Library 





The following excerpt taken from 
a stirring editorial in the New York 
Libraries Magazine has been altered 
slightly in regard to figures, using 
ones that apply particularly to Up- 
land. In reading these paragraphs 
one realizes what a large part the 
Upland Public Library plays in the 
life of everyone who cares for read- 
ing, and how remarkably small the 
actual amount of money is, that is 
expended for each individual.

Is that 
too much to be paid for all the 
wealth of mind and art that has been 
stored up for him in books?
